REPORT BY DISTRICT COUNCILLOR ROGER 
HALL 
A study by the Halifax Bank hailed the District as fifth 
in a league table of district council areas for the quality 
of life that people enjoy. This conclusion was reached 
by comparing living standards in more than 400 district 
council areas, using official statistics such as how much 
people earn, the size of their homes, their health and 
longevity and the environment where they live. 
District Profile 
In April 2010, the population of South Cambridgeshire 
was 139.800, of which 68,600 were male and 70,600 
female, occupying 90,163 households. This is expected 
to rise to 152,900 by 2016 and 178,400 by 2031, an 
increase of 27%. The average weekly pay per residence 
was £594, and hourly pay £16.88 compared with £481 
and £12.06 in England and Wales as a whole. Average 
life expectancy among males was 81 years and among 
females 84, compared with 77 and 82 in England and 
Wales. Jobs in South Cambridgeshire are expected to 
rise to about 77,000 b y 2014. 
Scores on the Doors 

Results of over 600 inspections at South Cambridge- 
shire restaurants, cafes, pubs and canteens are available 
online. Premises are given ratings from no stars (major 
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improvement required) to five stars (excellent) for 
their food safety standards. The number of stars 
awarded depends on the scores they receive in three 
categories - food hygiene and safety, building condi- 
tions and management. 

The Provisional Local Authority Finance Settle- 

ment 

As a result of the swingeing financial cuts the Gov- 
ernment has been obliged to make, district councils 
have seen their grants cuts reduced by 13.6 and 
16.8%. As South Cambridgeshire is seen as one of 
those districts less dependent on this grant (being one 
of the country’s least deprived areas), its grant has 
been reduced by 15.2% in 2011/12 and 4.8% in 
2012/13. In monetary terms, it will receive £5,987 
million from the Government in 2011/12 and £5,244 
million in 2012/13 compared with £7,823 million in 
2010/11. This will optimistically result in ongoing 
cuts of about £700 in addition to efficiency savings of 
£1.2 million already programmed into the Council’s 
financial strategy.
